S . R . O . 317 , dated 5th Sep . 1957. - Whereas the Central Government is satisfied 
that for the administration of the Morar Cantonment it is desirable that the term 
of office of its Cantonment Board be further extended . 

Now , therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by the first proviso to 
sub -section ( 4 ) of section 14 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 ( 2 of 1924 ) , the Central 
Government hereby extends the term of office of the Morar Cantonment Board - 
for a further period of one year with cffcct from 10th November 1957, or the 
date of notification of election of the members , whichever is earlier .

S . R . O . 318 , dated 7th Sep . 1957. - The following bye - laws for the control and 
supervision of mills in the Ferozepore Cantonment, made by the Cantonment 
Board , Ferozepore , in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (17 ) of section 
282 and seation 283 of the Cantonments Act , 1924 ( 2 of 1924 ) and in supersess 
of the bye-laws published in the Notn , of the Government of India in the Minist 
of Defence , No. S . R .O . 315 , dated 18th July 1953, are hereby published for genera . 
information , the same having been previously published and having been approv. d 
and confirmed by the Central Government as required by sub - section ( 1 ) 0 . 
section 284 of the said Act , namely : 

BYE -LAWS 
1. In these bye- laws "mill" means any mill manufacturing four or oil and 
includes a $ aw , cotton carding or kharad mill or any other mill which is run by 
electricity or oil. 

2 . No person shall cstablish or maintain a mill except under a licence in the 
form annexed to these bye - laws issued by the Cantonment Board . 

3. The building or premises in which a mill is proposed to be installed , shall 
be: 


( i) duly approved by the Board ; 
( li) a suitable solid structure, able to withstand the vibration of the motor 

or engine; 
( iii ) properly lighted and ventilated . 
4 . In the case of an engine run by oil , there shall be a chimney of adequate 
height fixed in order to eliminate smoke nuisance to the neighbours . 

5 . A mill can work from 7 A . M , to 11 P . M . No mill shall work beyond 11 P , M , 
and in case the mill is proposed to be run beyond the above said hours , necessary 
sanction will be obtained from the Cantonment Executive Officer . 
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B A flour mill shall have cemented floor and shall grind only food - grains which 
are properly cleaned . 

7 No engine or dynamo of more than 25 horsepower shall be installed for 
a flour mill Such machinery shall be fixed on a concrete foundation away from 
the walls of the building. In case a dynamo or engine of more than 25 horse 
power is required to be installed , special sanction of the Cantonment Board shall 
be obtained 

8 In case of oil, flour, ice candy , ice and other mills dealing in eatables , the 
plant, apparatus and contents used shall be kept clean The personnel working 
therein shall be duly Vaccinated and inoculated 

9 An application for the license referred to in bye - law 2 above shall be made 
in writing to the Executive Omcer in the form annexed to these bye -laws 

20 A breach of any of these bye - laws shall be punishable with a fine which 
may extend to fifty rupees and in the case of continuous contravention , with an 
additional fine which may extend to five rupees for every day after the first day 
during which the failure or contravention has been persisted in 

11 If the holder of a licence commits a breach of these bye - laws, his license 
shall be liable to cancellation by the Executive Oncer and shall not be renewed 
until such time as the holder of the license has carried out to the satisfaction of 
the Executive Officer the order 188ued by him ,
